Sb lives have been lost in Toronto 
this year in accidents m which bi- 


figures tabulated by the chief cor- 
oner’s office. Scarcely a day passes 
that each of the large Toronto hos- 
pitals does not receive emergency 
cases in which cyclists were injured, 
‘usually in collision with automobiles. 

It is most significant that most 
traffic authorities place the burden 
‘Tot blame for these accidents on the 
eyclists and after investigation the 
result {gp seldom that the motorist is 
arrested, as, in most cases, it is 
proveg that the cyclist contributed to 
the accident which caused his injury. 

There is, perhaps, no greater men- 
tal strain on the average motorist 
than thé bicycle hazard. To the aver- 
age rural driver the greatest concern 
in city traffic is the bicycle riders 
ono dart suddenly across his path, 
| wheel sharply in front of him or 

squeez, through the narrow space 
between his car and the next. 

In Picton, fortunately, bicycle ac-

| ARMISTICE SERVICE _ 


HELD IN MADOC 


Armistice Day, November 11, 1936. 
was celebrated in Madoc by a com- 
munity service in charge of the Great 
War Veterans of Madoc held at 10.30 
Am. in the Armouries. The Veterans 
attended in a body and wore proudly 
displayed the medals won in war 
service. 

Mr. Arthur Pigden, president of the 
Veterans, opened the service and ca- 
ed on Mr. George White to act as 
chairman. In a brief but very effective 
speech Mr. White spoke for himself 
and comrades stating that he and his 
fellow Veterans needeg no annual 
service to remind them of the Great 
War and all that happened each day 
there, when every sunset and many 
other common occurrences daily 
brought reminders of the many ex- 


periences of life over there, but they 


were glad to join with others in this 
Remembrance service. 


and the sufferings of those who 
fought and endured was to put it 
mildly. He and those others spake a 
different language, and thought many 
different thoughts that others would 
never be able to fully enter into. 

Rev. I. E. Kennedy, Trinity 
United Church, offered prayers for 
his Majesty, King Edward, for peace 
among the nations and for the com- 
fort and well-being of those returned, 
closing with an earnest petition that 
war may still be averted, and suffer- 
ing spared to a waiting world. 

Rev. W. A. Hunter, of St. Peter's 
Presbyterian Church, read the scrip- 
ture lesson and the hymn, “O God 
Our Help in Ages Past,” was sung. 
Mrs. J. Aylesworth at the piano, 

Rev. V. H. Meagher of Sacred 
Heart Church, was the speaker of the 
day, and the two minutes‘ silence was 
observed by all standing with bowed 
heads. 2 

Rev. Father Meagher spoke of the 
anuual observance of Remembrance 
Day during eighteen years and hoped 
it would ever be thus honoured. This 
day reminded one strongly of that 
first Armistice Day which was ev- 
erywhere observed with riotous glee 
and celebrations and heartfelt gliad- 
ness. Going on to speak of the Vet- 
erans who fought as bravely as any, 
he drew attention to fact that each 
year line was shortening, as one or 
another fell away and passed on. To 
the children this is one more of the 
stories in the history book, but the 
older ones were sadly conscious of 
the fact that war clouds are once 
more looming blackly over a dis- 
traught world and to his mind while 
only voicing his own opinion, it looks 
hardly possible that a permanent 
peace can be established without an- 
other crash of arms and great blood- 
shed, and he sorrowfully added, who 
knows just which of the younger gen- 
eration may be called to go. 

While no advocate of war, and an 
earnest believer in the prayers being 
offered in every church in the Em- 
pire, he still could not get away from 
the, awful, dread that many or the 
young lives of the Empire would a- 
gain be sacrificed. to war and he 
urged all to be fore-warned. He la- 
menteg that cadet training had been 
dropped in the schools, as he believed 
that excellent training in discipline 
was given there and that it inculcated 
hardiness and manliness in the youth 
of the nation, An earnest tribute was 
paid by the speaker to those who 
were left behind “a part of Canada in 
a foreign land.“ 

The National Anthem was sung and 
the procession was formed to the Cen- 
otaph where wreaths of remembrance 
were laid: for the Province of Ontario
